DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 32-38, 40-43, 45-62, drawn to pharmaceutical compositions of the 
Evasins, their analogues and derivatives (see claim 62), including SEQ ID NO: 1-594, 
their analogues and derivatives (e.g., see claim 32). 

Group II, claim(s) 39, 44, drawn to utilization of the Evasins7a and SEQ ID NO: 1-595, 
their analogues and derivatives. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the technical feature 
of Groups l-ll is a composition of Evasins, their analogues and derivatives, which is 
known in the prior art (See, e.g., WO 02/074782 A2 , entire document and CA 2 440, 
749, abstract, both cited in the ISR dated 26/10/04) and therefore is not a special 
technical feature. Since no "special" technical feature is present, there is no Unity of 
Invention. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

The many and multiple Evasins, analogues and derivatives thereof (e.g., SEQ ID 



NO: 1-594).
